Is it going to he a dry season? This 
is a question which interests every one 
and is on many lips whenever the earlier 
winter rains are deficient. It is a ques¬ 
tion, too, that any comparatively new¬ 
comer to California will answer with 
much less hesitancy than the more cau¬ 
tious old timer. The old timer realizes 
how difficult it is to draw deductions 
from the experience of previous years. 

Sometimes the early rains are very 
abundant, as they were in 1881) when 
that abundance was sustained right 
through the season, giving a total record 
of 48.(31 inches. In other years, like 
1904, October was below the average, in 
November no rain fell, December, 1904, 
and January, 1905, were below the aver¬ 
age and yet the season’s rainfall ran up 
and made the high total of 35.09 inches. 
Such variations and surprises have l>een 
and will be recorded and only make the 
comparison of one season with another, 
for the purpose of deduction, the more 
puzzling. 

The study of rainfall over periods 
rather than seasons is, however, more 
informing. In semi-tropical countries, 
like Southern California. Northern Mex¬ 
ico, South Africa and parts of Australia, 
the abundant rainfall for one series of 
years is followed by similar periods of 
deficiency. Records have not been kept 
long enough to indicate to what extent 
these periods vary, but sufficient actual 
experience has been gained from which 
to draw valuable lessons. 

What do our Sierra Madre records 
teach, taken over periods rather than 
seasons? Take the seven years included 
between the years 183)4 to 1900, the 
period most deficient in rainfall in the 
records of Sierra Madre. During those 
years the average rainfall was only 
15.48 inches. The best season of the 
seven years gave 28.73 inches and the 
next season, 183)8-3)9, only 8.34 inches. 

Compare these records with those of 
the seven preceding seasons when the 
average was 29.11 inches, the highest 
season’s rainfall 48.(31 and the lowest 
19.82 inches. 

It will l>e observed that a comparison 
of these two periods shows a variation 
of 13.(33 inches in the average rainfall. 
But when the comparison is made be¬ 
tween highest and lowest records during 
these two periods, embracing fourteen 
years, the result is much more startling. 
In 1889-90 the actual rainfall was 48.(31 
inches, in lS98-9i> only 8.34 inches, or an 
actual, not an average, difference of 
more than 40 inches. 

A study of the seven seasons follow¬ 
ing tlie dry period is equally instructive. 
During the inclusive period 13)01-13)07 
tlie average rainfall was 28.44 compared 
with 15.48 during the preceding dry 
period. The highest actual rainfall was 
41.04 inches compared with 8.34. or an 
equally striking difference of 32.70 
inches. 

Since the close of the last septennial 
period there has been one year of boun¬ 
teous rainfall and now it would appear 
as if a dry period was developing. The 
problem, then, for all water providers, 
be they municipal, co-operative, or 
profit-earning, is not how to get along 
in a deluge, hut how to lie prepared for 
a drouth.

Andrew Carnegie has given another 
$10,000,060 to the Carnegie Foundation 
for the advancement of Science, which 
means a largely increased income for 
the maintenance of the Mt. W ilson Solar 
Observatory. This brings the total con¬ 
tributions from the old iron master for 
this purpose to $25,000,000. In announc¬ 
ing the gift Mr. Carnegie gave as one 
of the principal reasons which induced 
it the importance of the work done at 
Mt. Wilson under direction of Dr. George 
E. Hale. He rates Dr. Hale as without 
exception the greatest living astronomer 
and predicts that the observatory will 
be able with increased equipment now 
planned to make all previous stellar in¬ 
vestigations appear like the most ele¬ 
mentary kind of study. 

Just what is the expense of maintain¬ 
ing the observatory and prosecuting the 
scientific work on Mt. Wilson is of 
course not public information. It has 
been guessed at all the way from $75,000 
to $150,000 annually. These figures are 
probably not too large and the increase 
in the foundation fund will doubtless in¬ 
crease the income of the observatory' 
very largely'. The Mt. Wilson institu¬ 
tion is one of the three principal enter¬ 
prises conducted under the auspices of 
the Carnegie Foundation. From the ob¬ 
servatory’s share in this income are paid 
the running expenses as well as such 
increased equipment as is not received 
from other sources as was the case with 
the 100-inch glass given by John D. 
Hooker of Los Angeles. 


Some of the large irrigators of Sierra 
Madre do not seem to realize how com¬ 
pletely they are at the mercy of the 
small consumer under the present water 
arrangement.

The only way is by stock as¬ 
sessments on the water company'’s stock, 
which would fall most heavily on the 
large stockholders, who are the irrigat¬ 
ors. And there will be no end to that 
process. Think it over, Mr. Rancher.

THAT FUMIGATION BLUFF 

Summed up the results of those re¬ 
cent notices from the county horticul¬ 
tural commission to fumigate street 
trees within live days seem to amount to 
a lot of needless alarm to property 
owners, some of whom were frightened 
into needless mutilation of shade trees 
in violation of the city ordinances. It 
will be remembered the property owners 
were served with notice to fumigate or 
cut the tops off scale infected trees 
within five days or have the fumigation 
done by the county and taxed against 
the property. One objection to such an 
order is the fact that fumigation at 
this season of the year is practically 
useless because of the fact that a large 
proportion of the scale are in such a 
stage of their growth that they are not 
affected. Another point against such 
procedure is that the order cannot be 
enforced. The county lias no equipment 
of its own in this field, but hires the 
fumigating outfit of the Sierra Madre- 
Lamanda Citrus Association to do the 
work. The force is entirely inadequate 
to cover the field, -<0 that only partial 
work can be done, which is a waste of 
money. Until the county can provide 
some means of getting the work done 
thoroughly throughout the entire district 
and all within the period when the work 
will accomplish the desired results the 
horticultural commission might as well 
call in its inspectors and save the county 
and the property owners a lot of ex¬ 


Nothing else would so aid in giving 
stability to values and promoting 
growth as tlie municipal ownership and 
proper development of the local water 
supply. If you have influence with any 
stockholders of the Water Company see 
that they are represented at the meet¬ 
ing February 9 and prepared to vote 
“yes” on the proposition to sell to the 
citv.

First Annual Flower Festival of Sierra Madre, California. 

April 20, 21 and 22, 1911. 

1 he Committee begs to cali attention to the various classes of exhibits 
which will be judged and awarded prizes at the Flower Festival. 

Roses, Carnations, Sweet Peas, Geraniums, Bulbs, Garden Plants, 
and Rare and Foreign Plants will come under the head of Cut Flowers. 

Ferns, Palms, Ornamental Trees, Decorative Plants, Begonias, Ger¬ 
aniums and Rare and Foreign Plants in Pots will be in another Class. 

Tables will be provided for Exhibits from Private Grounds and 
will be judged for the beauty of arrangement as well as the quality 
and variety of the flowers. 

Fruits, nuts and vegetables will be awarded prizes for size, rarity 
and quality. 

The various Annuals, such as Foxgloves, Canterbury Bells, Shirley 
Poppies, etc., etc., will be classed and awarded prizes. 

THE SCHOOL EXHIBIT 

The School Exhibit will be one of the most interesting features of 
the Festival. There will be various classes. 

Class 1. Cut flowers and vegetables from school gardens. 

Class 2. Cut flowers and vegetables from home gardens, planted 
and cared for by the children. 

Class 3. Potted plants from slips and bulbs. These must be re¬ 
ported and registered by Feb. 1st. 

Class 4. Floral baskets arranged by individuals or clubs of two or 
five children. 

Class 5. \\ ild Flower Division—This section will be made of great 

interest. Prizes will be awarded for the largest varietv gathered durnig 
the intervening time. The finest and best collection brought in for the 
Festival, the best Herbarium of pressed wild flowers and the best five 
drawings or paintings of Wild Flowers. Special credit will be given 
for rare specimens and good condition. 

Mr. Ward will give any child a slip in a small pot and will keep 
a record of such. Any child wishing to grow something from a home 
grown slip will please report to the Chairman so that uniform pots and 
plants will be had. Geraniums, Ivy Geraniums, Carnations, Pansies, 
etc., etc., will make good potted plants. 

Clubs can be formed of several children each taking a large plant of 
some flower like Carnation or Pansy, those forming a class which 
will be judged separately.

water supply of the City will then be in the hands of two. distinct managements, 
covering the same territory, a condition which, to say the least, could not l>e 
called economical. 

therefore, in order to bring a clear, definite and simple issue before the 
stockholders at the forthcoming annual meeting, your Directors, on the 17th 
inst. held a conference with the City Trustees in order to review with them 
present conditions and, at the same time, to ascertain whether the Trustees 
were willing to abide by the provisional arrangement of a year ago under 
which the City was to take over the Company’s property at the agreed con¬ 
sideration of $06,000. 

The result of that conference was to indicate not only that the City Trustees 
were willing to confirm and renew the provisional arrangement for purchase, 
hut likewise to show that the City Trustees and your Directors are, including 
every member of each body, in complete harmony as to the wisdom of consum¬ 
mating such a sale and purchase. 

Your Directors therefore unanimously resolved to re-submit to you for your 
approval, at the forthcoming Annual Meeting, the proposal to sell the property 
of the Company to the City of Sierra Madre. 

If you approve this recommendation the difficulties of the financial situation 
will be solved in a manner which will spread the burden of the transaction so 
that the present and the next generation will alike share it, as well as the 
advantages to be derived from a permanently increased water supply. Should 
you disapprove of the policy recommended by your Directors, and at the same 
time desire to be provided with water year by year, and season by season, be 
they wet or dry. you must be prepared, in order that the Directors may under¬ 
take needful water developments, to bear the whole burden and submit to an 
assessment on your stock, during 1911, of from $1.30 to $1.50 per share, in 
addition to the usual assessments to retire bonds and pay interest thereon. 

You must also l>e prepared to submit, for years to come, to similar assess¬ 
ments on your stock until the water supply, in years of deficient rainfall, is 
adequate for the existing and increasing population. 

There is another alternative and that is to be prepared to submit with . 
good grace, sooner or later, to a shortage of water which will inconvenience vour 
families and depreciate your property. 

Almost every other town in the foothill district, between-Los Angeles and 
Sian Bernardino, is facing the problem of a growing population and the absolute 
need of an increased water supply. Without exception these towns have de¬ 
cided to meet progress by development. It is for the stockholders in the Sierra 
Madre Water Company and. in their turn, the tax payers of this city, to decide 
whether Sierra Madre shall lag behind. 

In order to settle the above issues it is ABSOLUTELY ESSENTIAL that 
more than two-thirds of the stockholders shall be present in person or by proxy 
at the annual meeting and be prepared to vote. It is very desirable that every 
-toekholder should be present, when your Directors will be prepared to enter 
more fully into detail, than is practicable by circular, and to answer any 
pertinent questions that may be put to f hem. 

Should you he unable to be present it is most important, both in your own 
ntcrest and in the interest of the whole community, that you send promptly 
to some stockholder or to the Secretary of the Company, a proxy with instruc¬ 
tions as to how it shall be voted. 

Promptitude in sending proxies will facilitate business and prevent delay 
Mid waste of time at the meeting. Please, therefore, if you cannot attend, for¬ 
ward vour proxy at once with instructions that such proxy shall lie filed with 

•lie Secretary in advance of the meeting.
